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Immunization of Babies 
Against Tuberculosis '

Lions Chib Project 
Will Provide For - 
Free Vaccination 

For six successive years the 
Health League of Canada has 
sponsored a National Immunizat¬ 
ion week to emphasize the neces¬ 
sity for continued attack on cer¬ 
tain* communicable diseases, such 
as smallpox, whooping cough, diph- 
htheria, scarlet fever, tetanus and 
typhoid, which are largely prev¬ 
entable. It is felt that the great¬ 
est endeavour should be expended 
in an attempt to actively immun¬ 
ize as many infants as possible 
as it is in the early years of life 
that most infectious diseases are 
contracted. 

Among the several new develop¬ 
ments in immunization procedures 
is immunization against tubercul¬ 
osis. During the past ten years 
a great deal of work has been 
done on the preparation of an ef¬ 
fective tuberculosis vaccine. The 
B.C.G. vaccine prepared by the 
Institute of Microbiology andHy- 
giene at the University of Mont¬ 
real has shown great promise, so 
much so that the Canadian Tuber¬ 
culosis Association has endorsed 
its use, recognizing that B.C.G. 
vaccine is a safe and effective tool 
in th^ prevention and control of 
tuberculosis. 

It is recommended^ that new 
born infants be vaccinated before 
leaving the hospital as they are 
then tuberculosis negative— that 
is, they have not come in contact 
with tuberculosis. In the study of 
one large group of newborn in¬ 
fants who were vaccinated, all 
had become tuberculosis positive, 
and it was found that 80% were 
still tuberculosis positive six and 
a half years after the vaccination 
—that is, they had retained an 
immunity against tuberculosis. It 
is to be hoped that B.C.G. vaccine 
will eventually be distributed to 
all health units across the Dom- 
' inion. . 

Tt is understood that an effort 
is being made by the Health Com¬ 
mittee of the Vulcan Lions Club 
to bring to the Vulcan Municipal 
Hospital in the dear future the 
service of immunization of new¬ 
born infants against tuberculosis. 
The serum will be provided free of 
charge and the service will be av¬ 
ailable on a purely voluntary bas¬ 
is, to those parents who wish to 
have their newborn babies pro¬ 
tected against tuberculosis.

Full Teaching Staff Secured 
For Bow Valley Schools 


The rebuilding of the Sunshine 
Trail from the Corner Store 12 
mi leg north of Vulcan, into High 
River, is assured, and work of 
this project is expected to start 
Immediately, according to a news 
story in the High River Times. 

TBe complete failure of the road 
as 4 means of travel during any 
bad spell of weather, and partic¬ 
ularly in the winter-time, has led 
to Insistent appeals being made 
to the government the past few 
yea^s by practically every organ¬ 
ization in the towns which depend 
on this road as a link with No. 2 
highway into Calgary. The vital 
importance of the road to the 
large and well populated area it 
serves has l$een emphasized time 
and again but little has been done 
in the past to maintain it In de¬ 
tent shape. 

According to reports, govern¬ 
ment officials are now negotiating 
with farmers along the route s>f 
the Sunshine Trail for 331-3 ft. 
on either side of the road, with 
the intimation that the entire road 
will be rebuilt and eventually 
hard surfaced. A tremendous a- 
mount of drainage, construction 
and engineering is involved and 
it is not anticipated -*1hat the’ job 
will be completed until the fall 
of 1949. 

The rebuilt Sunshine Trail will 
be part of the new highway from 
Monarch through Barons, Carman- 
gay. Champion and Vulcan and 
joining up with No. 2 highway at 
High River. Construction work on 
the new grade from Monarch to 
Champion has been tinder-way all 
summer but no word has yet been 
received of the route the highway 
w ll take from Champion through 
Vulcan to the Corner Store. 


Homes Endangered 
By Grass Fires 

The fire brigade was kept busy 
last week as dry weather, high 
winds and a heavy - grass growth 
combined to turn normally harm¬ 
less rubbish fires into blazes that 
have threatened homes and other 
buildings. 

On Thursday afternoon a fire 
in the back yard of the Jim Mar¬ 
shall house spread into the long 
grass and over to the house and 
was licking up the side of the 
building by the time the brigade 
arrived with one of the fire en¬ 
gines.

A new heating system to be in¬ 
stalled in the Arrowwood School 
has been approved by the Board. 
This will give Arrowwood a fully 
modern air-conditioned system. In¬ 
stallation procedures' are now well 
underway and should be complet¬ 
ed shortly. 

At a previous meeting of the 
Board of 1’rusteeS the secretary 
was instructed to call for tenders 
on supplying coal to all the schools 
in the Bow Valley School Divis¬ 
ion. The tender submitted by Mr. 
A. Hansen has been accepted. 
Nearly all the bins in the various 
schools have now been filled. 
These bins will again be filled at 
a later date before impassable 


winter roads set in. 

A resolution from the local 
board at Queenstown requesting 
that their school be wired fore- 
lectric lighting and that. "50% of 
the expense involved be charged 
to their trust fund was approved 
by the Divisional Board. It is 
also understood that Queenstown 
is considering the purchase, from 
trust funds, of a 16 mm sound 
projector. This should prove a

. ional equipment and would be 
very useful in this centre.

their accustomed outlet to the main highway. This 
condition affected numerous services, aside from 
personal inconvenience. It placed dependent resi¬ 
dents In a precarious position in respect to medi¬ 
cal attention and emergency hospitalization. It 
wrecked school attendance and van service. It made 
the work of the Public Health clinic more arduous, 
less regular and dependable. It affected business in 
all adjacent centres of population. It took a toll 
in repairs and expenses from cars and trucks trying 
to negotiate the bad spots. Its unserviceability 
meant much additional expense in round about tra¬ 
vel. The cost to individuals of- this deplorable high¬ 
way must have totalled a tremendous sum through 
the past few years. 

No news could be more gratifying than the 
word that the provincial government is not only 
rebuilding but is widening and blacksurfacing the 
old road. It is understood that negotiations started 
last week for 33 H additional feet on each side of 
the highway. No matter what the sacrifice may be 
to land owners in some specific cases (say location 
of homes or other buildings) it is unlikely that 
many will demur. The necessity for an all weather 
Sunshine Trail has so impressed itself In recent 
years that personal considerations are likely to 
have little weight when balanced against the gen¬ 
eral benefits. Normally the road carries and should 
carry a tremendous amout of district traffic, quite 
aside from the volume of tourist and transient tra¬ 
vel which will find the route desirable. 

The rebuilding of the Sunshine Trail is an an¬ 
swer to prayer and supplication.

One of the most far reaching bits of news that 
has come to this district and districts farther east 
in a long time is the assurance that the Sunshine 
Trail is to be rebuilt along the present route. 

Work is likely to start immediately and the 
report is that by the fall of 1949, the Sunshine Trail 
will be surfaced like No. 2. highway. 

This road, which is a feeder line to and from 
the east country extending south to Lethbridge, 
has been gradually collapsing for years, and last 
winter and spring saw the climax. For months a- 
long various sections it was unfit for travel, cut¬ 
ting off a large rural and town population from

The bacteria may be carried on 
used bags, planting and harvesting 
tools, or by storage in infected 
bins. If you are so unfortunate as 
to get ringrot in your crop; it 
is not enough to secure clean seed. 
You must also disinfect every¬ 
thing that has been in contact with 
the ringrot potatoes. Otherwise, 
your pains will be wasted and you 
will still have the pest. Particular 
care should be given to used bags 
brought on to your place.

ALL AND EARLY WINTER 
COLDS OF POULTRY: 

For the past two or three weeks 
letters have been arriving at the 
office of the I^ultry Commission¬ 
er, asking about colds of turkeys 
and the newly housed pullet 
flocks. These enquiries, says Mr. 
Traves, are likely to continue for 
at least another two months. 

AS a rule, pullets have been 
reared in open range shelters and 
they are accustomed to an al¬ 
most unlimited amount of fresh 
air. In many of our laying houses 
the windows are so constructed 
that they can neither be removed 
nor opened wide. This means that 
when pullets are placed in these 
laying houses they do not have 
access to the fresh air to which 
they have become accustomed. 
They feel the effects, especially 
at nights when they are crowded 
on the roosts and are higher up 
where, the air is warmer than on 
the floor. Furthermore, the supply 
of green feed that they had on 
the range is suddenly cut off. 
Give them plenty of fresh air; a 
little extra green feed mornings 
and afternoons; and keep mash, 
whole oats and fresh water be¬ 
fore them all. the time. If these 
precautions are taken, little or no 
trouble will be experienced. 

With the turkeys the situation 
is usually different. As a rule, the 
growing turkeys from about two 
months of age on are allowed to 
fend pretty well for themselves. 
Very few of our turkey flocks are 
receiving a balanced diet and us-

Tobacco Scarce in U. K. 

Shortage of tobacco in the Uni¬ 
ted Kingdom has reached an all- 
time peak with retailers limiting 
sales to ten cigarettes a customer. 
This is a consequence of the sev¬ 
ere drop in British tobacco im¬ 
ports during the past three years, 
a measure to conserve dollar ex¬ 
change. In spite of sharp excise- 
tax and price increases, tobacco 
consumption has declined only 
moderately from a monthly aver¬ 
age of 20-86 million pounds in 19- 
46 to 18.72 million in 1947 and 18 
million in the first half of 1948. 
The relatively small decline in 
consumption, in view of the severe 
reduction of imports, was accomp¬ 
lished by drawing on stocks on 
hand. Stocks in May, 1938, were 
582 million pounds, in May, 1947, 
they were further reduced to 331 
million pounds.

No visitors to England should 
miss spending a couple of days at 
Glastonbury and Wells. 

Before leaving Bristol, we paid 
a visit to Bristol Cathedral which 
is as it should be. for it is 
a beautiful building with many 
Canadian associations. 

In it are the colors of the 128th 
Canadian Battalion of Mqose Jaw. 
The original colours Were deposit¬ 
ed on • March 11, 1917, but were 
later taken back to Canada and 
duplicates were substituted in the 
Cathedral. , 

Bristol Cathedral does not pre¬ 
sent the appearance of antiquity 
that many others possess, but this 
does not detract in the least from 
its dignity and impressiveness. 
However the Elder Lady Chapel 
datel from about 1230, much of it 
to the fourteenth century and the 
nave and western towers and mod¬ 
ern but designed to harmonize 
perfectly with the .whole. The ar¬ 
chitecture includes Norman, Early 
English, Decorated and perpen¬ 
dicular, some of it being of un¬ 
rivalled beauty. 

From Bristol we made our way 
by Plages back to Liverpool where 


we had a few hours before board¬ 
ing the Ascania for home. 

The Germans did their best to 
destroy Liverpool but without suc¬ 
cess although there are still num¬ 
erous signs of the damage they 
accomplished. 

Fortunately they did not dam¬ 
age either of the Cathedrals for 
there are two,-an Anglican and 
a Roman Catholic, both under 
construction. The Anglican one 
will be the largest in England 
when completed. Strange to say 
the architect for the Anglican 
cathedral is ( a Roman Catholic 
and the architect. for the R. C. 
cathedral is an Anglican according 
to the reports. 


tiest streets in England. . 

About five miles from Wells 
lies Glastonbury Abbey which now 
in ruins draws thousands Of visi¬ 
tors front all parts of the English 
speaking world. 

-It is the legendary Isle Of Ava¬ 
lon, and evidence shows that 
^ Glastonbury was actually at one 
time either an island or a penin¬ 
sula. v , ' /' 

Legend tells that Joseph Of Ari- 
mathea wandered into Somerset 
and one Christmas morning rea¬ 
ched the Isle of Avalon. The saint 
stuck his staff into the ground, 
whereupon it sprouted and flow¬ 
ered and the brethren accepted 
this as a sign that their wander¬ 
ings were over and they erected 
a small Wattle church on the site. 

St. Patrick is believed to have 
visited it on several occasions. 


ARTICLE 10 

At Bristol we stayed at the Roy¬ 
al Hotel where the Canadian edi¬ 
tors lived for ten days in 1942. 

This hotel was severely damag¬ 
ed by a bomb in 1941 and about 
half the hotel including the din¬ 
ing hall was destroyed. Some of 
the damage has been cleaned up' 
but the hotel is still carrying on 
with about half of its rooms. 

The Royal was the only 6ver- 
night stop during which our whole 
six weeks in Eng. as the rest of 
the time was spent "with relatives 
and friends. We were made quite 
comfortable at the Royal and the 
meals -were better than other ho¬ 
tels at which we ate. 

To give some idea of the meals 
here the breakfast menu on May 
25th was stewed apples or por- 
tidge or cereal y grilled mackerel 
or Finnan haddock or kippered 
herrings or scrambled eggs; toast; 
tea or coffee while dinner on the 
same day was soup; roast turkey 
or grilled turbot or roast beef; des¬ 
sert; tea and coffee. Helpings at 
all hotels are very small, but few 
offer such a splendid variety and 
these menus cannot be taken as 
indicative • of the average menu 
ifi better class hotels in England* 
today. Among the guests at the 
Royal while we were there was 
Chief Tito-Gasabusa Winyi IV, 
chief of the 100,000 people of Bun- 
yoro-Kitari-Uganda. 

Bristol is one of the most his¬ 
toric and interesting cities in 
Flhgland, although it suffered 
more than most places during the 
war.

Bristol’s history. It was the birth¬ 
place of Robert Sonthey. 

Among - the unique things at 
Bristol is Christmas street, a 
steep street, partly stair, which 
was opened in 1669 and is appar¬ 
ently unchanged since then. 

Another ancient landmark is 
the Norman gate which stands 
near Bristol. Cathedral. 

Bristol is one of the municipal 
ports of England only six miles 
from the sea, and the way in 
which ships come up almost into 
the centre of the city is most 
astonishing. When we were there 
two Swedish warships, the Stock¬ 
holm and the Norrkoping were 
paying a courtesy visit to Bristol 
and gave the astonishing appear¬ 
ance of being moored in the mid¬ 
dle of the street. 

•Bristol’s real gem of architec¬ 
ture is St. Mary Redtliffe Church 
which Queen Elizabeth declared 
was the fairest, goodliest and 
most famous parish church in all 
England. Although many buildings 
around it were destroyed by 
bombs, St. Mary Redcliffe escaped 
serious injury although marked by 
flying fragments. 

Another church, famous for its 
leaning tower, Temple Church, 
was completely destroyed leaving 
rhe leaning tower still standing 
and still leaning three feet nine 
inches out of perpendicular. It 
was only recently discovered that 
vandals have deliberately hacked 
to pieces many stone and marble 
memorials which emerged undarn- 
aged from the destruction 
wrought at Temple Church by the 
German air raiders. To get at 
them vandals had to batter down 
stout iron bars and wire netting. 

There are many of the most at¬ 
tractive spots easily reached from 
Bristol. 

One of these is Wells, an ancient 
cathedral city. 

Wells Cathedral, is one of the 
finest in England famous for 
many unusual features. Its history 
goes back 1220 years when a 
church was built by the wells 
which still flow and fill the moat 
around the bishop’s palace. Parts 
of the present church were built 
before 1191 and the wonderful

As trees develop also 
the edges of these cultivated mar- 


seriously affected by 2, 4-D and 
other weed-killing sprays their use 
among shelterbelt trees is not 
recommended. 

By keeping margins of belts 
cultivated, and by eliminating 
weed growth >jatnong . the trees, 
they can be carried over unfav¬ 
orable periods and seasons of low 
rainfall. The need for killing 
weeds near trees is not overcome 
by spacing rows far enough a- 
part to permit the use of tractor 
cultivators.

Fields Should 
Be Windproof 


518 BURNS BLDG 


Each year at this season it 
seems advisable to emphasize the 
the necessity for "wind-proofing" 
our soil preparatory to the fall, 
winter, and spring soil drifting 
period. In the Chinook belt win¬ 
ter drifting is the greatest soil 
hazard, while in other areas bare 
soil starts to move as soon as the 
snow disappears. Usually too there 
is considerable drifting in the late 
fall. All of this can be prevented 
quite easily. 

Every farm operator in Western 
Canada knows that If he has bare 
soil it is likely to drift unless it 
is rough. It is too late now to 
| preserve a good -trash cover or 
! to get a cover crop, so if soil is 
in a dangerous condition the only 
remedy is to make it rough. This 
can be done either by mold board 
plowing or by listing. 

Some larmers on medium tex- 
. tured soils such as loam and silt 
loams, have found that plowing 
summerfallows in the fall protects 
them until the grain is high en¬ 
ough to make them safe in the 
spring. Even in a dry fall, such 
as this, summerfallows almost in¬ 
variably are moist enough to plow. 
If plowing is done it must be deep 
enough to turn under the dust 
mulch that has'accumulated, and 
so leave the top cloddy. Usually 
it is not safe to depend on fall 
plowing on light soils or on clays. 

Listing is the only safe proced¬ 
ure on sandy or clay soils, and 
it is preferred to plowing on the 
medium textured soils by most 
farmers. Listing can be done easi¬ 
ly and cheaply by equipping a 
duck-foot cultivator with lister 
shovels which can be purchased 
from the Implement dealer. Only 
three to four shovels are required 
for a cultivator as listing furrows 
may be placed four feet apart. If 
a duck-foot cultivator is not av¬ 
ailable a one-way disc can be con¬ 
verted into a lister by removing 
all but every fourth disc. Listing 
should be at right angles to the 
prevailing wind. — : 

Some fields that have been well 
packed by irrigation or rain can 
be left quite rough by a deep 
duck-foot cultivating. Sugar beet 
fields and potatoe fields on the 
irrigated lands are often protect¬ 
ed satisfactorily by a late fall cul¬ 
tivating with the ordinary* UOck- 
foot cultivator. This does not 
leave tlTe fallow in as safe a con-, 
dition as listing, but it may be 
satisfactory and is surely better 
than leaving the field with an un¬ 
disturbed dust mulch, on the siy- 
face. 

If fields are permitted to go in¬ 
to winter without being properly 
protected winter listing w-ith a 
one-way lister will be required, 
and any field that is likely to drift 
tn the spring should be cultivated

Tractors Influence Cost 
Of Crop Production

MONEY SURPLUS 

When growing cereals on Man- AGAIN MOUNTING 
itoba farms, the three main fact¬ 
ors that influence the cost of crop 
production are crop yield, cost of 
machinery, and labour. 

The factor exerting the great¬ 
est influence on production cost 
’is yield. The cost of production 
studies on Dominion Illustration 
Stations, says B. J. Gorby, Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Farm, Brandon, 

Man., reveal that a 12 bushel per 
^*.nre yield at Arbarg in 1947 cost 
72" cents a bushel more to pro¬ 
duce than a 27 bushel per acre 
yield on a similar farm at Bois- 
sevain, using comparable equip¬ 
ment on the same type of rotat¬ 
ion. At the Lyleton Station on 
two different summerfallow fields, 
the cost of production was as 
follows: 21 bushels of wheat per 
acre, on the first field, cost 55 
cents a bushel. A reduction in 
yield to 13 bushels per acre, on 
the second field, Increased . the 
cost to 82 cents. Farmers having 
yields of ten to 15 bushels or less 
per acre and selling their wheat 
at $1.18 per bushel in the fall of 
1947, required the major portion 
or the full sale price to compen¬ 
sate for the cost of production. 

Each additional bushel yield, in 
excess of that required to meet 
expenses, contributed rapidly to 
a rise in profit. 

The purchase of high-priced 
machinery increases the cost of 
crop production unless the effici¬ 
ency of the new equipment in the 
saving of time, labour ond oper¬ 
ating costs compensates for., the 
additional charges levied against 
crop production by increased In¬ 
ventory appraisal. Therefore .the 
cost of additional machinery is 
frequently not warranted, unless 
it replaces equipment so obsolete 
and inefficient that its cost of op¬ 
erating would be greater than the 
increased overhead charges, which 
would raise from the purchase of 
new high-priced machinery. On 
the Lyleton station the cost of 
harvesting wheat on summer-fal¬ 
low was reduced 90 cents per ac¬ 
re in 1947 by the replacement of 
obsolete and inefficient harvesting 
equipment. - 

On the other hand the purchase 
of a $2100 combine to replace a 
less modern machine on the Good- 
lands station actually raised the 
cost or harvesting during its first 
year because of increased over¬ 
head, and no appreciable advan¬ 
tage in efficiency. 

Labour is the third important 
item in the cost of producing 
Although it may appear easy to 
calculate actual labour costs, the 
influence of this factor may re¬ 
main obscure and inaccurate. Dur¬ 
ing this period of dlfficult-to-9e- 
cure and high-cost farm labour, 
farmers tend to purchase addition¬ 
al new equipment to complete 
their work more rapidly with less 
man power. The resultant increas- 
-ed inventory charges, combined 
with additional costs for deprec¬ 
iation, interest, repairs, and hous¬ 
ing of machinery, particularly 
when the cultivated acreage has 
remained constant, has increased 
costs more than if additional man 
labour could have been employed 
on many Manitoba farms.

Canada has maintained her pos¬ 
ition as Britain's principal source 
of supply for foodstuffs. Of all 
the foodstuffs imported by Britain 
during the first six months of 
this year, 57.5 per cent were pur¬ 
chased In Canada.

FARMING FOR 
THE FUTURE 

How are you farming yoyr land ? 
This question demands serious 
consideration in these days of lim¬ 
ited land resources and increasing 
population. 

G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of 
Soil Conservation. Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, says that to 
conserve our soil we must learn 
to work with nature instead of 
against her. The principles of nat¬ 
ural soil conservation must be fol¬ 
lowed and needless loss of mois¬ 
ture and plant (fpod prevented. 
Cropping practices Snust be used 
that will restore fertility to the 
land. The man who is farming 
with a view to the future must 
make use of a planned rotation. 

The essentials of a good rotation 
are suggested by Mr. Sterling as 
follows. It must restore fibre and 
fertility through the medium of 
grasses and legumes. It should be 
of such duration and of such a 
nature that it lends itself to oth¬ 
er farming projects. A satisfactory 
rotation should include cereal or 
other cash crops. It should allow 
for control of undesirable plants 
or weeds with a minimum of cul¬ 
tivation. spraying or dusting. The 
whole farm should be protected 
from wind by means of planted 
trees and shrubs. 

Crop rotations vary from dis¬ 
trict to* district and from farm to 
farm. 1 our District Agriculturist 
can outline a cropping programme 
that will put your farming oper¬ 
ations on a permanent basis. He 
will be glad to help you plan a 
rotation that will fit both your 
desires and your farm.
